(D) CAREERS IN POLICE 


Police is another Deptt. which employs a large number of 
people. It has various branches like Radio, C.I.D. Crime, Special 
C.I.D. Security, Traffic, F.R.R.O., Anti-corruption, Wireless, Special 
Police Establishment and Intelligence Bureau. Special Police 
Establishment and Intelligence Bureau aretwo special items under the 
Home Ministry, Government of India. 


A lot of Class IV staff like Barbers, Dhobis, Tailors, Mochis, 
Cycle Mistries, Daftry, Jamadar Sweepers, Cooks, Water Carriers, 
Malis, Bahishties and Peons is also recruited besides regular Police 
services. 


There is a certain class II! staff like clerks, typists, stenographers, 
auditors which is also recruited besides regular police services. 


The age limit for all the services in Police is between 18-25 yrs. 
The constable is generally middle pass though matriculates are 
preferred. Recruitment is done by S.P. Headquarter in each District 
while the posts of A.S.L, S.I. and Inspectors and sometimes even 
D.S.P. are filled by LG., Police. The qualifications for A.S.I., and 
S.l. are Intermediate though graduates are preferred. For Inspec- 
tors and above only graduates are eligible. 25% of the vacancies 
above the rank of A.S.I. upto D. S. P. are filled departmentally.
